CmCAOo, June 16.— At the date of the 
Democratic national convention ap 
proaches, the virtue of the several can 
didates are being discussed by their 
friepds. The hotels are receiving the 
advance guard of the army ot states- 
men who will make Chicago their hoin< 
next WMk. 

Chairman Brice may be here on Fri 
day. The national committee hokls 
conference on Friday with the local 
committee on arrangements, and will 
finish up all the odds and ends of busi 
ness between tht? national and local bod 
ies. A full attendance of the committee 
is expe(;ted. If Mr. Brice does not ar 
rive he will probably be the only 
absentee. Ctae vacancy exists on the 
committee, owing to the death of C. A 
Broadwater, of Alontana. That vacancy 
will l)e filled, bnt it i.i not kliOW U at 
present wh () will l)e the man. 

The Boies boom, although of no great 
dimensions n.s yet,, shows go<xl stajHng 
powers and may u.-isume promi.'iing pro- 
portions. On tin' first ballot the frieud* 
of Go vt nior Boies declare that he wll 
have at lea«t 80 votes. To the 26 of his 
own state, which will be cast sohdly for 
the governor through kliick and thin 
will be added material support from 
South Carolina. Florida. South Dakota, 
Mi.sHouri, Koiitnckv and Nebraska, 
After the fiist ballot," which, if the two- 
thirds rule is mlopted, if they feel rare 
that no nomination can be made these 
Iowa Democrats predict that the sonth 
and the whole great northwest will rally 
to the sxipi^^rt of their candidal. If 
nominated they are reatly to give bond 
that Governor B(;i( s will carry not only 
Iowa but Wisconsin, Minnesota, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Wyoming, South Dakota, Ne- 
vada, Washington, Califoniia and Col- 
onulo, as well as poll tlM foO pwty Tote 
in the other states. 

"Iowa Democrats are for Gtovemor 
Boies, ' said Mr. Hunter, who is steering 
the Iowa boom, "because they feel that 
he is the only available candidate so far 
presented. He is the only candidate 
who will have behind him the undivided 
Btipport .of his own state. Governor 
Boies will be nominated before the cott 
vention by the Hon. John F. Duncombe, 
of Fort iXnlge, general cotmsrf in Iowa 
for the Illinois Central. We wish it un 
derstood that his name is not being 
pushed in order to make him available 
for the vice presidency. Under no cir 
cnmstances wookl be aootpl Meb b 
nomination. 

"The liominatien of Benjamin Har 
rison by the Republicans makes it neoee- 
sary for the Democracy to carefully oon> 
mder before tliey nominate a man whom 
Harrison defeated four years ago. Gov- 
ernor Boies is emphatically a vote get- 
ter. He will i)oll more votes than any 
candidate who is. rightfully or wrong- 
f»ny, involved in a factional contest. 
Governor Boies is safe and available. 
He ought to be iioiiiiuated because he 
can l)e elected, and that ia why the 
Democrats of lewa are wglng his 
name." 

According to the niembenof the ad- 
vance- gnanl, fully 10.000 lowans will 
arrive in Chicii^o iiext week to shout for 
their governor. Permanent heiuhiuar- 
ters for tJie state will be ojieiied in 
Rooms ;J1 and ;J2 at the Palmer. All 
the delegates from Iowa will reach the 
city Saturday momina;, and a meeting 
will be at onoe held by them at head- 
quarters. 

Colonel .lohn Tracy, who is at the 
Grand Pacific, expects Colonel G. Mon- 
roe, secretary of the New York Cleve- 
land delegation, to reach the city this 
evening, and Mayor Grace and ex-Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Fairchild to-mor- 
row. The main body of the Cleveland 
men, .500 strong, will flood the Grand 
Pacific on Saturday next. 

The Great Northern hotel, wliich 
opened yesierchiy, will be headtpiarters 
by Sunday for the Cleveland club, of 
Buffalo, with 225 men: the Young Men's 
Democratic club, of Philadelpy*, with 
850, and the Young Men's Democratic 
club, of Kansas City, wth 175. 

There is talk of a coalition of the 
Palmer-Morrison forces in this state to 
prevent the nomination of Cleveland. 
The vote of Illinois, it is said, will prob- 
ablv be cast for Palmer on the flrst two 
ballots. Then Morrison may come in 
for some sunport. "Illinois with its 
forty-eight delegates may have a decid- 
ing voice," said an Illinois delegate this 
morning. "We may be for Morrison, 
or Gorman, or Flower. It is now clear 
that Hill will fight Clevehind. That 1k;- 
ing the case Cleveland is oat of the 
qnestion. Flower is not big enough for 
president, though if New York preaents 
nim, we may vote for him. 

"There are a number of favorite' sons. 
Gray of Indiana, Pattison of Pennsyl- 
vama, Boies of Iowa, Carlisle of Ken- 
tucky, Russell of Massachusetts, Gray 
ot Delaware is also mentioned. Patti- 
Bon and Russell ore the most promising 
of the lot, and events could arise which 
would give victory to onp or the other. 
The adoption of either by New York 
would settle it. If an eastern than is 
choeon for president, then Gray, of Indi- 
aim, ia certain of the vice presidency." 

The Illinois delegation wul have a meet- 
ing Batnrday, when aeveral matters will 
beaettled. Congressman B. R. Cable 
will he naaed for the national com- 
mittee. A. E. Stevenson may be named 
to hold the delegation, thongn an effort 
will be made to give that honor to Mr. 
Crafts. It is not likely that anything 
will be decided as to tSe preddeocy un- 
til a subsequent meeting.

Reid hos 
killed the KejiuItlRaii ticket in New 
York because I'.'iO.dOU organized labor 
men are now aiininsi hmi. Cleveland is 
50,000 votes weaker than he was four 
yeai-s ago, because he is distrusted. This 
distrust for Cleveland aros<^ from a be- 
lief that he sympathized with, if he did 
not give his snpixut to. the mongrel 
ticket which ahnost lost us the stiite of 
New York.

No 
power of eartli could fore« Uiem, how- 
ever, to aid in tlie nomination of Hill." 

Colonel John F. Tracy, of New York, 
who hfi» made all arrangements for the 
Cleveland headijuarters at the (trand 
Pacific, had two secretaries busily en- 
gaged all of yesterday in the preparation 
of many letters and much literature, ar- 
ranging newspaper clippings and pamph- 
lets, intA'nded to be used in iiid of the 
argument's for Cleveland. The litera- 
ture will l)e distributed among all the ar- 
riving deleg;itiolis. 

Senator S'est. of Missouri, arrived here 
yesterday. He was seen by a United 
Press reporter, who asked him to define 
his position in view of the current rumor 
that the Missouri senator had wthdrawn 
his support tor Mr. Cleveland as a presi- 
dential candidate. Mr. Ve^it said: "I 
am not in Chicago on ix>litical boaineas, 
nor do I propose to attend the conven- 
tion. ))ut 1 am a Democrat and I want 
to see ijiy party nominate a Democrat 
who can be elected. For that roa.son and 
in view of this talk, 1 authorize the 
United Press to say that I apprehend 
that Mr. Clevelan<l can not carry the 
state of New York." 

My feeling toward Mr. Cleveland 
has not changed. I regard him now 
with the sjime confidence and friendship 
that I have ever felt, but I donbt his 
power to carry his state."

, Cincinnati. June 16.— Death held a 

carnival of horror across the i-iver yester- 
day. Without an instant's warning thc 
new bridire over the sluggish Licking, 
uniting Covington and Newjion at 
Twelfth street in one city and Eleventh 
in the other, dronwd into the river 
carrying with the wreck over two aoore 
of huay workingmen. 

The main span gave way, carrymg 
with it the Baird brotliers, who were di- 
recting the work, an<l tlie men working 
with them. Tlie huge iron truss carry- 
ing its weight of human flesh fell with a 
loud splaish into the river lielow, maim- 
ing and injuring those w^ho were not 
killed instantly. Boats were (juickly 
put out from the coal barges near by 
iind an atteinj)t at rescue made. Those 
of she vi( tinis wlu> were not killed at 
once were pinned down hjT Hm btaTy 
iron 1 teams and drowned. 

The bridge was an iron truss intencled 
for foot and vehicular travel, and being 
built more especially for the use of the 
new belt electric road owned by the 
Cleveland syndicate to run bark Of New- 
port and Covington to Latonia. 

The span gave way at l(t::iO a. m. At 
that time forty-five men were engageil 
in work on the scaffolding of the bri(lge, 
which was being erecte<l on the canti- 
lever plan, and out of the forty-five only 
two e,scaped wrhotit injury. The two 
men who wer e so fortunate were Murray 
Reardon and Jim Caldwell. The other 
forty-three were buried in the <lebns of 
falling timbers, and were either bruised 
or killed hj tiie ftnAa of tba fUl, or 

drowned. 

(Tror.jts of e.xcited njectators gathered 
quickly on both sides of the river, and 
the work of rescue was commenced. As 
the bodies were brought out on the Cov- 
ington side they wer*- speedily examined 
by Drs. Thomais, Malloy and Thompscm, 
and the injured were conveyed to the 
Newport and Cincinnati hospitals. 

The men were for the greater part 
strangers who had no near connections 
in Covington, and there was a notice- 
able lack of the scenes which are usually 
made when the heart-breaking intelli- 
gence of the death of a relative by acci- 
dent is received. 

Among those who were killed are 
Aiiiirew and Koltert Baird, of Pit^burg, 
the contra<.-t<)rs who have in chai^ th» 
construction of the bridge.

KILLED A LUNATIC.

About 11 o'clock Deputy Marshal W. 
A. Sfoekdale was shot and danferoosly 

wounded by William Price, better known 
as " Boley " Price. The lattor wa.'? also 
wounded, aad Ilia injuries are alito consid- 
ered of a very serieiis ehanwter. 

Offioer Stookdale's home on the west 
side of Walnut street, between Second 
and Third, Fifth ward, was tlie acene of 
the shooting. Price lives with hia par- 
ents, whose residence adjolni that of 
Stockdale. 

Mr. Stockdale'rt account of the affair is, 
tliathe and his wife liad been seated for 
some time in front of their door. Hia 
wde finally got up and went in thehoose. 
He remained in his chair, and was soon 
dozing, when some one passed. This 
aroused him and he got up, and taking 
his • chidr started to enter ti»e hoose. 
Just then some one commenced shooting 
at him. As soon as he could draw his 
pistol be returned the tire. 

l!he above is the officer's version of the 
trouble. Price claims Stock dale firedthe 
first shot. As far as known therellwere 
no eye witnesses of the affair. 

Four shots were fired altogether— two 
by each of the parties. Only one shot on 
each side took effect The pistols nsed 
were of ;>8-calibre. 

Tiie ball that struck .Stockdale entered 
a little to the right and Jost above the 
navel. It ranged around and lodged about 
twelve inches from the point of entrance. 
It has not been removed. The wound is 
considered a very dangerous one, but 
Mr. Stockdale is resting very well. 

This makes the sixth ball he now car- 
ries in his body. He wa.f shot s«ven 
times some years ago by George Hancock, 
and five of thelMlls were never removed. 

The ball that struck Price last night 
was a glancing shot. It struck the chin, 
almost directly in the center, ranged 
downward, and striking what is known 
as the "Adam's Apple," was turned to the 
left and is thought to have lodged in the 
muscles lit the neck. The opinion at 
first was that the ball came out at the 
"Adam'sApple,"butthis was found to bea 
mistake when the wound was probed 
this morning. The wound is more dan- 
gerous than it was thought to be at first. 

The shooting last night was the result 
of a foud that has existed between the 
two for several years. On .Tune 13, 1889, 
Price got into a quarrel witli George 
Cook in front of the Central Hotel and 
was arrssted by Stockdale. He resisted 
and pulling a knife commenced cutting 
at the officer, when Stockdale pulled his 
pistol and shot Price, wounding him in 
the right leg above the knee. 

Sfaiee fhsa Price has figured in another 
shooting affray. On Thursday, August 
21, 1890, at the fair grounds, he shot Joe 
Forsythe, of Miilersburg', through the 
right long, infUcting a wound which came 
near proving fatal. Price was acquitted 
on the ground of self-defense.

The State Senate yesterday concurred 
in the House auiendniont to the Klection 
bill, and passed it. The measure now 
goes to the Governor for his approval. 

A bill W.1S introduced in the Senate to 
pay the expenses of tiie delegation of 
Philadelphians and their entertainment 
at the Lexitigton Centennial. The ex- 
l)enses an.ouut to $901. 

In the House Dr. Frazee calle<i up his 
joint resolution providing for the ap- 
pointment of a committee to select sites 
for the location of the Capital, to enter 
into negotiations with the people, and 
take options on laAd. Dr. Fraiee stated 
that lie didn't offer the re.'^olution in be- 
half of any particular place, but in the 
intereet of the State. We have finished 
a century of «t:itehi>od, and he thought 
the people were as much agreed that wt; 
ought to have suitable State buildings, 
as they were ak'reeii on the new Constitu- 
tion wliich was adopted by 140,000 ma- 
jority. 

Mr. Spalding wanted the resolution 
referred to the Committee on Public 
OlHcos and Litirary, but that committee 
is said t'> have a propensity for burying 
sucli pr(4)c)3itlon8, and It was referred to 
the Committee on Circuit Courts. 

The penitentiary appropriation bill was 
taken up, and, as amended by th« Judi- 
ciary Committee, was passed. It appro- 
priates $5.5,000 tor the construction of 
cells at the Frankfort prison, and $10,000 
for the building of a wall at Kddyvilie 
branch |)rison. Other items, chapels and 
sliop rooms were stricken out on the rec- 
ommendation of the committee. 

The Committee on Circuit Courts, to 
whom had Iteen refenci! tlie Capital re- 
moval resolution referred to above, bad 
in the meantime held a cmiference and 
agreed to rejiort the r.-solution favorably. 
A big stir arose, opponents of the capi- 
tal removal d«noni)ehtg the trick, and in 
order to kill the r.'s>!i!t'on moved to post- 
pone it till next December. 

The motion to postpone was defeated, 
and the debate '_'iow ipiite warm. 

Mr. I'ettit finally rai.sed the point of 
ordef that the resolution was not in 
proper form, and thci Speakar aastaine<i 
the jwint. 

From this deci.-ion Dr. Frasee appealed. 

It was evident tliat the friends of the 
resolution were In a majority, and to 
prevent a vote on the appeal, friends of 
the Speaker began to fiUibuster. 

The Speaker backed down on his de- 
cision, and ruled the resolution in onler, 
a decision that was applauded by those 
who had been fighting for it. 

The resolution was then adopted by a 
vote of fifty-four to seventeen. 

The adoption of tlie resolution created 
a seuatioa among f risnds o f Frankfort.

The effect of the ether still doaded hie 
senses. He struggled vidantiy againBt 
those who hdd mm, and accassd 13iem 
of persecuting him.

He appears to have remained 
eatirdy consdons until death, but the 
onlv thing he said was to observe thut 
he fdt very badly. 

Father MoUinger was bom in Holland 
of well-to-do-parents who sent him to 
St. Vincent's coUege, Weslinoreliincl, 
t}u« state, to be educated for the phest- 
hood.

During the Crime- 
an war he was a surgeon In the army, 
and was note<l for his skill in surgery 
and for his power of healing. At the 
dose of the war he dedded to devot« 
himself to the service of the church and 
became a ririest. He chose St. Anthony 
a£ his patr<iii. and many years ago estab- 
lishetl his Mcuiit Tmy bhine. Among 
the treaj^uics uf tlic < liurch are some of 
the bones i l' St. Aiiihiiny, a piet^e of tlie 
tme croi-s. aii<i scvi'ial other relics 
whii li are k^jit in a bilver urn and were 
oii (vrtam d;4ys brnnprlit fortli and ex- 
hibited to the wnrship*'rs. 

Not kmif at'ti»r lif liad fstabliphed him- 
self on MdUJit Troy, Father 3IolhnKt*r 
•performed several wonderful curf* and 
his fame went uhroitd tlironKli the sur- 
rounding country.

SHOT OFF HIS HORSE. 
Ab Indiaaa Pamev Marillerad by HU 

NelKlibor. 

BiUiWNsi;ri((.. Ind.. .lune 1(1.— Frank 
Adams, a farmer and cattle Imycr, was 
murdered at o'clock yesterday inonunn 
by his nei^;libor, Benjamin Wing, a 
farmer and dairyman. For several 
days Mr. Adiims lias shown signs of be- 
ing demented, which manifested itself, 
among other ways, in laying down a 
partiuon fence and turning uls cattle 
up(» 'Wing's premises. This enraged 
wing, notwithstanding he was given 
assurances that whatever damage was 
done would be paid by the Adams 
family, and that arrangements were 
making ' for the iransfer of Adams to 
the inmae asvlnm. 

Wing was Instructed not to go about 
Mr. Aaams, but yesterday mcming he 
aimed himself with a shotgun and went 
tottMfidd where Adams was and shot 
him olf his horse, the shot tearing awur 
his nose and eyes and blowiag oat ui 
btains. Wing claims the lalling was 
don* in sdf -defense, Adams threatoBlag 
to kUl him and numlng over him twice 
witii his horse. Adams was never known 
to oarry a weapon, and non* was found 
apon mm after the mordsr. Wing sur- 
Mndered himself to the anthorlties, and 
he «was removed to 1^ jail at DanviUe. 
Adams resided on tha Una with his 
hdplees mother, and ha leaves one 
daoghter. Wing has • vHfs and asirwral 
chiloren. 

A Mliil«t«r'« Uiiicovery. 

RiC'HUOND, Ind., June 16.— A Rich- 
mond minister who has been for many 
yatfs * an enthusiastic and devoted 
■tadent of sacred history and ethnology, 
and spent much time in the investiga- 
tion of the problem of the ten lost tribes 
of Israel, claims to have discovered that 
the people of vAnglo-Saxon race are the 
descendants of the lost Israelites, and 
that Queen Victoria is a direct descend- 
ant of King David of Israel. He has 
studied the Jews as a people, and be- 
lievee that the tima is not far distant 
when they wiU agite become united as 
a nation.
